Two new Madison aldermen 
were sworn in Tuesday night 
and their impact could be 
substantial on the city govern- 
ment, political observers 
believe. 

Ronald Grzywacz, a con- 
struction employe and car wash 
owner who is a former Madison 
policeman, won in Ward Three 
with 237 votes to 179 for Gary 
Novich, 106 for Mike Mejaski, 41 
for Anthony W. Romanic, ten 
for Tony Trotts and four for 
David L. Clark. The position 
was left vacant by the death of 
Alderman Stanley 
Krakowiecki. 

In the Fifth Ward, Donald E. 
Garrett, editor of the East St. 
Louis Monitor and a former 
convict, defeated incumbent 
Alderman John H. Haynes Sr. 
167 to 131 

Three unopposed aldermen 
won Tuesday—Paul Ashford in 
the First Ward with 165 votes, 
Donald Broyles in the Second 
Ward with 217 votes and Mike 
Sikora in the Fourth Ward with 
188 votes. 

When Mike Sasyk was elected 
as mayor six years ago in a 
relatively close race with Third 
Ward Alderman Raymond 
Kozielek, Sasyk drew much of 
his support from Wards One, 
Two and Five, while Kozielek 
ran well in the northern area of 
the city—the Third and Fourth 
Wards.

$294,717,075 for the Quad-City 
area have been certified by 
the Madison County Board of 
Review to the office of County 
Clerk Evelyn Bowles for 
extension of tax rates for the 
1974 tax year, on which tax 
bills will be based for 
payment this year. 


The total assessment for the 
four townships of the Quad-

Council backs effort 
to fund new sewers 


By HARRY BARNES

A move to seek federal fun- 
ding for replacement of broken 
sanitary sewer lines in the 
Nameoki area was approved by 
the Granite City Council in a 
special meeting Monday night 

The aldermen approved 
unanimously a_ resolution 
authorizing Mayor Paul Schuler 
to sign all applications and 
agreement forms necessary toa 
plan to obtain sewer 
replacement financing under 
Granite City’s original federal 
grant for construction of the 
secondary sewage treatment 
plant. 

The mayor told council 
members that such financing 
was suggested as a possibility 
by Richard Briceland, director 
of the Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency in a meeting 
at Springfield last week. The 
meeting between Briceland, 
Mayor Schuler and other city 
representatives was arranged 
to explore financing 
possibilities to solve Granite 
City’s mounting — sewer 
problems. 

““We were told that there are 
several ways we could go, but 
that the possibility of funding as 
part of our secondary sewage 
treatment program was most 
likely,’ Schuler told the 
aldermen. 

He said that he had called a 
special council session to obtain 
authority to sign any necessary 
applications or other papers 
because “time requirements 
are essential’ in meeting 
government deadlines. 

He said he was noi completely 
aware of the procedure but that 
he is to attend another meeting 
with EPA officials in 
Springfield April 22. 

In response to questions by 
several aldermen, Mayor 
Schuler said the program “is 
not an iron-clad one” at this 
time, but “‘at the moment offers: 
the best chance for the city to 
work out a sewer replacement: 
program in areas where we now 
have broken lines.” 

Alderman Frank Greenwald 
asked Schuler if the plan 
possibly could include

Two unused bullets were 
found under Bazzell’s auto, 
another was found by the car 
door and yet another was found 
about four fect in front of the 
parked car, officers related. 

Bazzell had no shoes on and 
was in a semi-conscious con- 
dition when police arrived.

Drive, who filed as a candidate 
but later announced his with- 
drawal from the election race, 
received a total of 12 votes.

Only one commissioner was 
elected in Tuesday’s Park 
District balloting: Sykes will fill 
the post formerly held by Paul 
H. Thompson who resigned in 
1974 when he moved out of the 
area. 

The Park Board met in 
special session at 5 p.m. 
Wednesday to canvass the vote. 
The canvass was completed 
without change in any of the 
results announced earlier. 

Sykes will be seated on the 
fiveman Park Board,in the 
board’s annual mandated 
meeting May 7 

Sykes is a native Granite 
Cityan and is employed by 
McDonnell Douglas Corp., St 
Louis, as a cost and budget 
analyst in the Financial Con- 
trols Division.

replacement. of the overall 
sewer system in the Nameoki 
area. Sehuler replied that the 
funds may be available ‘for 
replacement of the bad sec- 
tions — not the overall system.” 

Schuler added that. ‘We will 
know more which way we're 
headed after we get the study 
report being made by Dr. 
(Robert) Koepke and Sverdrup 
& Parcel (St. Louis engi- 
neers).”” 

The report being prepared by 
Dr. Koepke, a geology professor 
at Southern Illinois University 
at Edwardsville, and the 
engineering firm, is expected to 
be completed late this week or 
early next week, Schuler said. It 
is expected to recommend what 
steps must be taken by the city 
to resolve the mounting sewer 
problems. 

Granite City has had 38 
sanitary sewer line breaks since 
the flooding early in 1973. 
Sixteen of these were repaired 
under contract with an East St. 
Louis construction firm during 
the 1973774 fiscal year, at a cost 
to the city of $1.8 million, In 
addition, work by the city street 
department, overtime costs, 
purchase of.electric pumps and 
other equipment has. brought 
the total repair cost to more 
than $2 million. 

Alderman Everett Morlen 
told the council that he believes 
the city should plan im- 
mediately for replacement of 
the entire sewer system in the 
Nameoki area. 

“We've been repairing sewer 
after sewer and spent millions 
of dollars, and they just keep 
breaking,”’ Morlen said. ‘The 
only way we are going to solve 
the problem is to put inan entire 
new sewer system.” 


After Schuler explained @at | 


he and several city represen- 
tatives, including City Engineer 
Monroe Brewer, the mayor's 
administrative assistant John 
Rosé, and Al Wilmarth of the 
Southwestern Illinois Regional 
Metropolitan Planning Gom- 
mission, took part in the 
Springfield discussions last 
week, Alderman Walter Nonn of 
the Fifth Ward protested that he 


had: not been informed of the 
meeting.or its results. 

Nonn is chairman of the 
council's Speeial Sewer Com- 
mittee. 

“why wasn't the committee 
informed of this. I think the

Alderman Roy Poulos, 
chairman of the Ordinance 
Committee, presented \ the 
resolution authorizing Schuler 
to sign all necessary ap 
plications for federal and state 
funding for sewer replacement. 

Under the plan suggested by 
state EPA officials, the city will 
file applications to amend its 
original) federal — grant 
proceedings for financing 
construction of the secondary 
sewage treatment plant, .to 
include additional money for 
the sewer replacement.

U. S. Air Force craft that represented a revolutionary 
advance in aviation in the late 1950s, will be displayed 
April 22-26 at the Nameoki Village Shopping Center. 


Aircraft display April 22-26 


AUS. Air Force Lockheed F- 
104 Starfighter, popularly 
known as “the missile with a 
man in it,” will be on public 
display at Nameoki Village 
Shopping Center beginning 
Tuesday, April 22,. and con- 
tinuing through April 26. 

The display will be sponsored 
by merchants of the shopping 
center in cooperation with the 
US. Air Force. 

The Starfighter is the only 
aircraft in the world to 
simultaneously hold the world 
records for speed, altitude, and 
time-to-climb. 

On Dec. 13, 1958, an F-104 
captured the time-to-climb 
record when it rocketed to 
82,020 feet in 4 minutes 26 
seconds. A new world speed 
record was established May 16, 
1958, when an F-104 was flown 
1,404 miles per hour, breaking 
the ‘previous record of 1,207 
m.p-h. 

The F-104 set a world altitude 


88°, 


record of 91,249 feet May 8, 1958, 
breaking the old record of 76,392 
feet. 

The Starfighter also was the 
first aircraft to fly twice the 
speed of sound in level flight 
and the first to exceed an 
altitude of 100,000 feet. 

The aircraft, with its stubby 
razor-sharp | wings, was 
powered by a General Electric 
jet engine which produced a 
thrust of .15,000 pounds with 
afterburner.

capability, the F-104 was flown 
both as an air superiority in- 
terceptor and as a_ tactical 
fighter. Today it is flown by 
members of the Air National 
Guard and is used in Air Force 
testing programs, There are 
over 1,700 advanced versions’ of 
the F-104 in operational status 
in the Air Forces of 14 foreign 
countries, 

Air Force personnel will be 
present at the display to assist 
visitors and answer questions 
about the aircraft.

than one pound and operated 

by-a 2.6-volt battery. 

‘The 1X a night 
vision image itensification 
system, is a consequence of the 
military’s desire to observe 
enemy troop movements at 
twilight or in darkness. 

It is the U. S. Army which is 
providing the miracle of night- 
time vision to the Granite City 
boy, with the generous 
assistance of U. S. Rep. Melvin 
Price (D-East St. Louis) in the 
role of expeditor. 

“I thought he was going to 
stand out there and freeze to 
death, or end: up with 
pneumonia,” Mrs. Janet 
Young, the boy’s mother. 
commented. ‘He just couldn’t 
wait for it to get dark. 

“His sister, Tracy, came 
running into the house yelling ‘I 
know I saw a star’ and John 
went flying out of the front door 
and there it was. He saw three 
more stars from the rear door. 

“Jt’s wonderful,” John said. 

Mrs. Young sajd John turned 
out all the lights in the house 
that first night. “I asked him 
what he was doing and he 
replied, ‘I’m going to see if I can 
walk through all the rooms 
without bumping into, the fur- 
niture,” He did it too. He didn’t 
bump into a thing.” 

Even standing outside alone 
looking at the stars and seeing 
such commonplace things as 
the backyard fence at night 
seemed miraculous to John 
Allen Young. 

It was when the boy was 
standing in the rear yard at 
the Young home that John’s 
mother and father, Granite 
City Patrolman Albert 
Young, realized it was the 
first time in his life their son 
had been outdoors alone at 
night. 

“He wanted to walk around 
the block by himself, but we 
though it better for him to wait 
until one of us could accompany 
him the first time,”’ his mother 
said. 

The Youngs have been fully 
aware that John was unable to 
see after dark since he was 
examined by Dr. Eliot L. 
Bérson of Harvard Medical 
School and the Massachusetts 
Eye and Ear Infirmary at the 
Boston hospital in 1972. Results 
of electro-retinograph tests 
showed John had no night-time 
vision and probably had very 
little since birth. 

John is the victim of 
retinitis pigmentosa, an eye 
disease which attacks the 
retina, the sensory mem- 
brane of the eye that receives 
the image formed by the lens 
and transmits the picture by 
the optic nerve to the brain. 
No treatment or cure has 
been found to arrest or retard 
the disease which always 
results in total blindness. 

When few lights are on at 

night in the Young home, John 
constantly runs into furniture. 
‘That is why he roamed through 
the house that first night and 
was so delighted not to bump 
into anything, his mother ex- 
plained. 

The boy and his father 
traveled to Washington, D. C., 
and Fort Belvor, Va., in March 
where John was tested for the 
pocketscope at Belvoir’s Night 
Vision Laboratories. Following 
the successful and dramatic 
results, the Army agreed to lend 
the device to the Granite City 
boy. 

It was through Rep. Price 
the test was arranged. Dr. 
Berson informed the Youngs 
by letter that the pocketscope 
is on loan to John for one year 
so the boy can participate in 
the night vision pocketscope 
field trial. 

Dr. Stephen Podos of Barnes 
Hospital will examine John 
periodically and will report his 
findings to Dr. Berson, it was 
Jearned, 

To enable John see as many 
sights as possible before his 
daytime vision further 
deteriorates, the Young family 
is planning a one-week trip to 
Hawaii, with a three-day visit in 
the Los Angeles area to see 
Disneyland. With the pocket- 
scope John will be able to see 
the inside exhibits at 
Disneyland, his father said. 

To help his parents fulfill 
the boy’s dream of seeing 
Hawaii, it was learned this 
week that Granite City Steel 
Management Club is hoping 
to provide some financial 
assistance. 

‘The clear, star-filled nights of 
the South Pacific are guaran- 
teed to leave John with a 
wonderful memory of the night- 
time sky, a memory which must 
last for many, many years.

“We refer to our system now 
as a competitive system, rather 
than @ free enterprise system. 
Due to the multitude of 
governmient regulations 
business is not free in this 
coyntry,”” Blankenship said.

Remember the old adage “You are what 

you eat!’ The basis of good health at any 

age is to eat a wide variety of foods so that 

each of the necessary vitamins, minerals 

and protein are included in the whole diet 

The United States Department of 

Agriculture recommends that a well- 

balanced diet for the older person should 

include the following each day: 

© 2 or more servings of milk and milk 
products: a serving constitutes 8 oz. of 
fluid milk, yogurt or | % cups cottage 
cheese; cube cheddar-type or 3 
scoops of ice cream 

© 4 or more servings of fruits and 
vegetables: a serving equals % cup of 
any fruit or vegetable, (raw or cooked), 
or a normal portion such as one medium 
apple, banana, or potato. A serving of 
food rich in Vitamin C is essential. 

© 2or more servings of meat and meat 
alternates: one serving is 3 to 4 oz. of 
meat, fish or poultry; 2 eggs or 4 
tablespoons of peanut butter. Nuts, 
dried peas or dried beans may be 
substituted for meat, fish, poultry or 
eggs.

Domestic steelmakers plan 
to spend more than $1 billion 
to build new air and water 
quality control facilities, 
according to a new survey by 
the American Iron and Steel 
Institute. 

‘Bhe report, which covers 
firms producing 95 per cent of 
the nation’s steel; reveals that 
at the beginning of this year, 
these companies had 
budgeted $1,055,950,000 for 
pollution control equipment 
scheduled to go into operation 
in 1975 and later years — 
$705,925,000 for air and 
$350,025,000 for water. 

This is an increase of more 
than 64 per cent from the 
$643,203,000 similarly 
budgeted at the beginning of 
1974. 

It is also nearly 25 per cent 
higher than the $844,915,000 
installed cost of all steel in- 
dustry environmental quality 
facilities placed into 
operation between the 
beginning of 1970 and the end 
of 1974. This figure includes 
$490,510,000 for air pollution 
abatement units and 
$354,405,000 for water 
purification facilities. 

During 1974, steel com- 

panies placed’ in operation 
$198,865,000 worth of air and 
;water quality installations, 
nearly double the $100,110,000 
in such facilities completed 
during 1973. 

Industry experts estimate 
the annual cost of operating 
and maintaining pollution 
control facilities at 12 per cent 
of their original installation 
costs, not including fixed 
costs such as depreciation, 
taxes and interest. 

Such operating and 
maintenance costs are now 
exceeding $200,000,000 a year 
for the nation’s steel 
producers.

Approve facility to train waste treatment operators 


Plans, specifications and 
details for a $2-million ad- 
vanced waste treatment and 
operators training facility at 


‘Southern Illinois University at 


Edwardsville were approved 
‘Thursday by the SIU Board of 
Trustees, which met at 
Carbondaie. 1 

“SIUE officials are authorized 
to proceed with bidding the 
project, following consumation 
of a grant agreement between 
the University and the Illinois 
Environmental Protection 
[Agency providing funding for 
the project. 

According to Earl E. 
Lazerson, dean of the SIUE 
School of Science and 
Technology, the new facility, 
one of the first of its kind in the 


Training Center (ERTC). It will 
bea training facility designed to 
serve environmental control 
operators and technicians, 
operator upgrading 

through the development of 
vocational and technical skills. 
Operators will be taught the 
fundamentals of operation and 
maintenance, management of 
resources, and quality control 
The new facility will be 
located near the existing waste 
water treatment plant on the 
northwest side of the campus. 
The office-lecture room- 
laboratory wing of the building 
will provide offices for staff, 
three small lecture rooms, a 
100-seat auditorium, two 20- 
station water chemistry 
laboratories, a small laboratory 
for advanced’ instrumentation 


The other wing of the building 
will be the “pilot processes” 
area. Small pilot units and 
demonstration equipment will 
be housed in the area to provide 
trainees with ‘‘handson’’ 
operation. 

Dean Lazerson said he ex- 
pects the PRTC to attract 
waste-water operator trainees 
from all areas of the state and 
many areas of the’ nation. 

William E. Hord, chairman of 
the SIUE department of 
engineering, explains that the 
ERTC is to serve as the nucleus 
for development of statewide 
environmental training 
programs and the coordination 
of the programs through 
regional community colleges. 

According to Hord, operator 


training programs began on the 
local campus in 1969. The 


é —

work, and a library. 


programs have been funded by 
both state and federal en- 
vironmental protection agen- 
cies. Other environmental 
programs offered by the 
university include the four-year 
bachelor of science in sanitation 
technology and the four-year 
bachelor of science in urban and 
environmental engineering. 

Hord said proposed plans 
include master of science 
programs in environmental 
science and in engineering. 

The engineering chairman 
cited a program which. the 
university will launch this year 
as typical of the statewide 
environmental training 


programs which are under way 


and will be expanded in the 
future. SIUE received a $25,000 
federal grant to conduct the 
National Pollution Discharge 
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Elimination System  Self- 
Monitoring Procedures 
program at eight locations in 
the state. 

Tentative sites selected are in 
the areas of SIUE, Springfield, 
Peoria, Sugar Grove, Freeport, 
Moline, Mattoon and Car- 
terville, Hord said. Community 
colleges in the areas will be 
asked to provide lecture rooms 


and chemistry laboratories for 
SIU personnel to use during one- 
week courses. The state will be 
divided into circylar zones of 
100 miles diameter, with each 
selected site being in the center. 

“In this way, we hope to 
provide a network of com- 
munity colleges which will aid 
the ERTC in the delivery of 
training programs,” Hord said.

These are a few of the facts 
compiled in “‘Illinois 
Education in 1975,"’ a report 
released, Tuesday by the 
Minois Office of Education. 

Other facts: 

White ‘Illinois residents 25 
years old and older have 
completed an average: of 12.1 
years of school; non-white 
residents, an average of 10.8 
years. 

The U.S. Department of 
Health, Education and 
Welfare classified 128,000 
Illinois residents 14 years old 
and older as illiterate in 1960. 


State votes 
tax help for 
aged, disabled 


Senator Sam M. Vadalabene, 
D-Edwardsville, has expressed 
delight with Thursday’s final 
action in both houses in passing 
senior and disabled citizens tax 
relief legislation. 

The measure passed the 
Senate earlier in the session but 
was amended by the House. 
Both chambers reached accord 
on the bill Thursday. 

The program, supported by 
Lt. Gov. Neil Hartigan, 
provides cash grants to the 
handicapped and to persons 65 
or older earning less than 
$10,000 a year. The grants 
reflect sales taxes paid on 
clothing, home heating fuel, 
food and medicine in con- 
junction with the. established 
“circuit breaker” law. 

“Grants would average an 
estimated $70 to $80 per year, 
and up to 450,000 people are 
potential qualifiers,’’ Sen. 
Vadalabene said. 

“Individuals living on low, 
fixed incomes, which so dffen 
include the disabled and dur 
senior citizens, certainly are 
entitled to this modest tax 
relief. This will help them fight 
the inflation that erodes their 
meager resources. 

“Tam hopeful that 
governor agrees with 
General Assembly that 
program is essential 
deserves his signature.”

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Three million Illinois 
citizens lack a high school 
diploma. 

There were 976 male and 26 
female school district 
superintendents in Illinois in 
1973-74, and 1,323 males and 
261 females in other ad- 
ministrative positions. 

This contrasts with the fact 
that about twice as many 
classroom’ teachers are 
female—73,125 females 
compared to 36,321 males. 

“This publication describes 
the state of education in 
Illinois in 1975, as the State 
Board of Education begins its 
work,” State Superintendent 
of Education Joseph M 
Cronin said. 

“The document draws 
together information from a 
mass of existing reports and 
surveys to form an overview 
of the educational system in 
Illinois. 

“It does not draw con- 
clusions about the problems in 
education or recommend 
solutions, but presents data 
upon which such conélusions 
may be based,”’ he said. 

The publication includes a 
statistical overview of Illinois 
and its population, and offers 
facts and figures on the 
following areas: educational 
personnel (pupils, teachers, 
administrators and school 
board members); financial 
and non-financial support of 
education; organization and 
housing of schools; the goals 
of education and how they are 
pursued; and how educational 
progress is evaluated. 

The publication also in- 
cludes charts and graphs 
giving statistics on 
enrollments, financing, etc

Because of budget 
constraints, it was agreed not 
to distribute a copy of the plan 
to each individual member of 
the university community. 

The AAP was prepared in 
response to SIUE’s obligation 
as a federal contractor to 
develop a written program of 
affirmative action. ‘‘Our 


objective, however, has been 
to do more than merely meet 
the federal ri ments," 
according to Dr. Rendleman. 

“From the beginning of the 
formal effort, the goal 
steadfastly has been to 
develop a writted plan which 
represents the evaluations 
and judgments of a collective 
group of faculty, students and 
interested observers, as well 
as administrators, as to the 
proper aspirations of this 
university in conformity with, 
but distinct from, the 
mechanical requirements of 
federal regulations.”

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Walker bill 
provides for 
generic drugs

Gov. Dan Walker during the 
weekend announced a 
legislative program intended 
to pravide greater consumer 
protection for the elderly and 
make possible savings on the 
cost. of prescription drugs 

Gov. Walker outlined his 
program in a speech before a 
conference of the Illinois 
Association of Homes for the 
Aged, held at Chicago. 

The program includes a 
Proposal that would permit 
substitution of generic drugs 
for prescription drugs, and 
another proposal that would 
abolish any ban on the ad- 
vertisement of drug prices, 

Passage of the two bills 
could lead to an average 
saving of $85 to $95 per year 
for the elderly in prescription 
drug costs, a one-third 
reduction in the amount of 
money senior citizens spend 
on these necessities now, Gov. 
Walker asserted. 

Another proposal would 
provide for regulation of the 
sale of hearing aids. 

The final proposal would 
require that a majority of the 
persons serving on the 
Nursing Home Ad- 
ministrators Board be public 
members. Only one public 
member now serves on the 
four-person board. : 

Walker said, ‘Illinois senior 
citizens are the ones hardest 
hit by rising prices because of 
their fixed income. When 
prices rise, many elderly 
people are forced to buy less. 
In effect, this proposal would 
cut prices on prescription 
drugs.”

‘Open primary’ 
recommended by

A resolution urging ‘‘open 
primary” elections in Illinois 
was passed by the Executive

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Round of municipal, park, school board and college 
balloting in Quad-City area produces diverse results 


Mid-April balloting has been com- 
pleted.in the Quad-Cities, ending 
local-level selection of officeholders 
until 1977 (except for the annual 
election of college and school board 
members). 

Victors this week included George 
H. Sykes, elected to a vacant 
position on the Granite City Park 
Board;, two new Madison aldermen, 
Ronald Grzywacz of the Third Ward 
and Donald E. Garrett of the Fifth 
Ward; and in Pontoon Beach a ticket 
consisting of Mayor Floyd David 
Moss, Mrs. Mary Warren for village 
clerk and Duane Skinner, Keith 
Biggs and Trustee Loren Madison 
for the board of trustees. 

Pontoon Beach voters indicated 
widespread support for the 
relatively new Moss administration, 
while Madisonians showed a pre- 
ference for new representation in 
some areas of the city. There was no 
ballot opposition Tuesday for four in- 
cumbent Venice aldermen or for 
three Madison council members. 

This year’s school board balloting 
appeared to reflect growing at- 
tention to cost trends, combined with 
a desire for relative continuity and 
stability in the Madison and Granite 
City districts.’ Thomas G. Miofsky 
won one of the board terms in 
Granite City. 

. There was a contrasting situation 


in the Venice school system, where 
continuity was rejected. Two in- 
cumbents ran last among the six 
candidates, and John Boushard and 
Charles Burger were elected to 
initial Venice board terms. 

William L. Gushleff, a Madison 
resident who is a faculty member at 
Belleville West High School, ran well 
in the Belleville Area College 
District but finished fifth in the field 
of 12 candidates. Winners were an 
incumbent, Edward O’Malley of 
Belleville, plus John Becker of Spar- 
ta and Mearl Justus of Cahokia. __ 

In view of the size of the Quad-City 
population, it is obvious there should 
be direct local representation 
through membership on the college 
board. But it became equally clear 
that this is easier said than done. 

It is difficult to contact prospec- 
tive voters throughout the eight BAC 
counties, and the light turnouts at- 
tracted by most school elections 
creates an added handicap. Another 
factor was the absence of 
dissatisfaction with the highly 
respected college and its policies. 

Between now’ and the next BAC 
board election, thought should be 
given to ways of making it more 
likely to achieve adequate 
geographic distribution among the 
board positions.

Aid overpayments cut but 
jeopardize future funding

Illinois efforts to attain 
three interim federal goals of 
reducing costly welfare 
errors have met with some 
‘success and an actual saving 
of $707,000 for the first half of 
the fiscal year, the U. S. 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare has 
reported at a press briefing. 

HEW gave the state-by- 
state results of the first six 
months of its ‘year-long 
“quality control” program to 
reduce errors in Aid to 
Families with Dependent 
Children (AFDC). 

During the reporting period 
of July through December 
1974, the Illinois Department 
of Public Aid did manage to 
reduce overpayments and 
underpayments. It scored on 
the underpayment target 
while falling short of the 
overpayment target. 

Illinois failed the goal of 
reducing payments to 
ineligibles. The state, in fact, 
exceeded the error rates set 
up for both the base period 
and the interim target. 

James S. Dwight Jr., ad- 
ministrator of HEW's Social 
and Rehabilitation Service, 
told the briefing that quality 
control had produced 
“significant results,” but he 
warned that some states in 
fiscal 1975-76 ‘‘will be in some 
jeopardy if they do not make 
our targets.” 

HEW has given the states 
until this July 1 to reduce their 
AFDC rates to a 3 per cent 
ineligibility error and 5 per 
cent payment error. 

“As of that date,”” Dwight 
Pointed out, ‘‘there will be no 
federal financial participation 
for errors in excess of those 
rates.” 


Large sums are at stake for 
a big welfare state like 
Illinois, a HEW spokesman 
said later in an interview. He 
said Illinois in 1973-74 spent 
$608 million on AFDC, the 
total split about equally 
between federal and state 
funding. 

Quality control was born 
under regulations adopted 
Jan. 1, 1974, when HEW gave 
each state 18 months to 
reduce AFDC errors that 
were then adding $1.17 billion 
a year to welfare costs. 

Illinois error rates at the 
outset were 37.6 per cent 
overpayment, highest among 
the states, 11.7 per cent in 
payments to ineligible 
families, for tenth place 
among the states, and 10.6 per 
cent in underpayment, eighth 
place. 

HEW subsequently 
determined error rates for 
each state by creating a base 
period (April-September 1973 
and January-June 1974) and 
setting up interim targets. 

On underpayments, Illinois 
started from a base period 
error rate of 7.9 per cent and 
aimed at a 7.1 per cent target 
rate. It actually hit a 5.3 per 
cent error rate. 

On overpayments, Illinois 
started at 33.1, aimed at 26.1, 
and actually hit 28.1, for a 
substantial 5 per cent error 
reduction but short of the 
interim target. 

On ineligible payments, the 
state’s base was 12.3 and its 
target an even 10. It not only 
failed to hit the target, it went 
over the base with a 15.2 per 
cent error rate. 

HEW is presently reviewing 
quality control adjustments 
for the quarter that ended 
March 31. If Illinois achieved 
its error reduction goals in 
that period, it will have saved 


nearly $10.8 million in federal 
funds 

Illinois has a chance to save 
an additional $11 million in the 
current quarter that ends 
June 30, the HEW deadline for 
bringing AFDC errors within 
the goals Dwight described as 
‘“‘reasonable and attainable.” 

The Social and 
Rehabilitation Service ad- 
ministrator told the press 
briefing that if all states were 
meeting all error reduction 
goals for the current fiscal 
year, ‘‘we could save a total of 
$514 million — $283 federal 
and $231 state.’’ 

About $142 million of this 
would have been saved during 
the first six months. 

“However,” Dwight said, 
“results for the first half — 
July to December 1974 — 
reveal an actual saving of $62 
million. 

“While .that saving is 
substantial, $80 million more 
would have been saved if the 
interim goals had been met.” 

Dwight said, in effect, that 
quality control is working but 
not well enough. 

Some states were slow to go 
into actioh and others faced 
serious difficulties 


“But at the end of the first 
six months, on Dec. 31, 1974, 
the nationwide error rate has 
been reduced to 36.4 per cent 
from the original 41.1 per 
cent,” he said. 


Dwight said 41 of the 53 
states and territories met one 
or more of the three targets; 
26 made their eligibility goals, 
17 made overpayment goals 
and 31 made underpayment 


goals. 

Illinois was cited among 11 
states ‘‘sharply’’ reducing 
overpayment errors. 

Ten states made all goals. 


No one above the law—or 
immune from investigation

Few words in our language 
have received as much at- 
tention in recent months as has 
privacy. 

It has come to express for 
many the perception that their 
well-being is threatened— 
indeed their lives controlled— 
by the highly institutionalized 
nature of our society and the 
power technology is exerting 
over it. 

There is reason for concern. 
Most of us would admit to an 
awareness that a . certain 
erosion of our individuality has 
taken place in recent years. 

One sign is the proliferating 
identification of people by 
numbers in credit card, bank 
account, social security, tax, 
motor vehicle, census and 
telephone records, to name only 
a few. 

The realization that these 
numbers are consumed, 
correlated, matched and ex- 
changed by computerized data 
processing ‘systems, which 
store and retrieve vast quan- 
tities of information instantly, is 
unsettling to some. 

/For far too many persons, 
However, the term “privacy” 
has acquired a far different 
connotation. 


To them, it has become a code 
word to discredit legitimate law 
enforcement procedures. 

These critics are quick to 
characterize law enforcement 
practices with sinister, fifth- 
column terms like surveillance, 
infiltration, informer, spying 
and dossiers. 

They harbor the notion that 
law enforcement has no 
business inquiring into the 
activities of persons who cannot 
be clearly shown to be involved 
in violations of the law. 

Such a notion is wrorig. For 
one reason, it ignores the 
function of investigation: to 
conduct logical inquiries to 
establish the facts in a given 
situation. 

For another, it suggests that 
exceptions be made in the in- 
vestigation of crime. 

While the presumption of 
inmocence for a defendant 
before the court-is a valued 
concept in our legal heritage, 
it is inconceivable during the 
investigative process. 

Vigorous, logical and ob- 
jective investigation can no 
more presume innocence than 
it can presume guilt. It’ can 
only consider the possibility 
of one or the other. 

Where privacy is concerned, I 
am confident there is no group 
more genuinely committed to 


its preservation than law en- 
forcement personnel. 

Over the years, no others 
have had in their possession 
more potentially damaging 
information about fellow 
citizens and few, if any, others 
have guarded such privileged 
data more carefully. 

Endangered personal privacy 
is far too important an issue to 
obscure its source. 

If persons feel threatened in 
our society, it is far more likely 
the result of rampant crime 
than of law enforcement efforts 
to protect the community from 
lawlessness. 

Privacy is meaningless when 
it cannot be enjoyed, secure 
from the growing attacks of 
terrorists, murderers, bom- 
bers, burglars, rapists and 
robbers. 

If law enforcement is to stop 
crime and protect true personal 
privacy, then it must be per- 
mitted ‘realistic weapons to 
combat lawlessness. < 

If we have learned anything 
from the dramatic national 
events of the past few years, it 
is that_no one can be above the 
law. 

Neither can anygne be beyond 
investigation. 

Privacy must not become a 
refuge for crime. 


In summarizing the first ten 
weeks of the 94th Congress, 
Melvin Price of this district 
notes that ‘‘in January I 
described it as one which would 
be action-oriented.

Also, 
Congress passed into law a 
prohibition of increased costs 
for food stamps.

tinuing to be provided for 
existing federal programs in the 
fields of health, education ‘and 
poverty. An extension of 
federally-backed riot and crime 
insurance in high-risk areas is. 
awaiting Presidential action.”

and is pending in the Senate. 

In addition, Cong. Price said 
final action should be taken on a 
controversial strip mining bill, 
middle-income housing, 
railroad appropriations, energy 
and defense production. 

“Congress has just acted on 
new legislation for the Older 
Americans Act. Additional 
consideration of legislation on 
highways, space, energy. and 
science authorizations and 
amendments to the Develop- 
mental Disabilities Act also is to 
be acted upon.

Dixon urges interest by 
the young in government 


“A democratic form of 
government can best be 
measured by the degree of 
participation of the governed,” 
State Treasurer Alan J. Dixon 
told the 25th anniversary 
banquet of the Greenville 
Jaycees during the weekend at 
the St. Theresa Parish Hall at 
Marydale. 

“The higher the participation 
of the governed, the better the 
government; the lower the 
participation, the lower the 
quality of government, the 
more the margin for error and, 
eventually, the more the crises 
of confidence in that govern- 
ment,” he said. 

“Participation in govern- 
ment, at every level, should 
begin at a young age," Dixon 
told the Jaycees. ‘Congress 
recognized that when it 
authorized 18-year-olds to vote. 

“Participation is simply 
‘getting involved’,” the state 
treasurer said. ‘‘That means 
developing an interest in your 
city government, your county 
government, your _ state 
government, as well as the 
federal government. 

“Involvement doesn't limit 
itself to becoming acquainted 
with the issues and voting in 
each election,” Dixon added. 
“Tt also means joining the 
political party of your choice 


“It means knocking on doors 
to solicit votes for the can- 
didates of your choice. It means 
volunteering to staff the 
campaign headquarters of the 
candidates you support. 

“It means organizing and 
helping in the collection of funds 
to finance the candidates of 
your choice.” 

“When you've done all these 
things, you're entitled to a much 
better understanding of Lin- 
coln’s phrase: ‘... govern- 
ment of the people, by the 
people, for the people.’ 

“Today, government at all 
levels needs the participation of 
younger people,” Dixon said. 
“You are being taxed to pay for 
these governments and you'll be 
paying taxes the rest of your 
life. 

“When you consider how 
much you will have paid in 
taxes by the time each of you 
reaches the age of 50 years, you 
can see that sum represents a 
tremendous investment,” the 
treasurer said. 

“If you want to best protect 
that investment, get yourself 
involved in the political process 
as early as possible because 
that involvement — when you 
stop and think about it — is what 
our government is all about: 
Participation.”” ? 


‘Corporate tax 


increase sought 


Chicago Sun-Times — The 
United Steelworkers have 
begun a move to get the state 


income tax rate for cor- 
porations quadrupled while 
keeping the tax paid by in- 
dividuals to the present 
amount or less. 

The Political Education 
Committee has called for 
increasing corporate state 
income tax rates from the 
present four per cent to 16 per 
cent “without any 
corresponding increase in the 
amount of income taxes paid 
by individuals.”’ 

An Illinois Constitution 
provision requires state in- 
come tax rates for cor- 
porations to be no higher than 
a ratio of 8-to-5. of individual 
rates. 

The ‘union proposed to in- 
crease the rate on individuals 
from 2.5 per cent to 10 per 
cent, and to cut the taxable 
base on individuals to one- 
fourth the present amount. 

John Alesia, PEC 
legislative director, said’ the 
present 2.5 per cent tax on 
taxable individual income of, 
for example, $6,000 would be 
$150. 

By multiplying the tax rate 
by four, to 10 per cent, and 


dividing the taxable base by 
four, to $1,500, the tax would 
turn out to be the same. 

“As it is now, corporations 
have exemptions, credits and 
other allowances so that they 
are not paying their share,” 
said Alesia. 

“At the same time, a 
working man has no deduc- 
tions at all other than the 
$1,000 one for himself and 
each of his dependents.” 

Alesia said the effect. of 
quadrupling the corporate tax 
rate would, in practice, ac- 
tually only double the total of 
corporate taxes paid in 
Illinois. 7 

He said that taxes on in- 
dividuals now total five times 
the amount of taxes paid by 
corporations, and the 
proposal would bring the 
ration. of individual-to- 
corporate state income taxes © 
to 2-to-1, such as exists in 
other large industrial states. 

Alesia said that some plan 
similar to the one he proposes. 
will have to be enacted before 
Jan. 1, 1979, when the per- 
sonal property tax on cor- 
porations is abolished. The 
State Constitution ‘requires 
that a substitute be provided.

; the petroleum market, 
by two A. O. Smith 
operations, performed better 
than a year ago. The four below- 
par markets were automotive, 
air conditioning and 
refrigeration, agriculture and 
construction. 

While dollar sales' are down 
slightly from the first quarter of 
1974, physical volume is off 
considerably from a year ago, 
with inflation keeping sales 
dollars at a relatively high 
level. 

Smith said three of the 
company’s major operation 
units, Automotive Division, 
Armor Elevator Company and 
A. O. Smith Harvestore 
Products, Inc., both sub- 
sidiaries, lost money in the first 
quarter. 

The Automotive Division was 
hurt by lower unit volume, 
particularly in truck parts and 
control arms, while Armor 
Elevator suffered because of 
delays in many commercial 
construction projects. A. O. 
Smith Harvestore had 
much lower volume than a year 
ago, and also absorbed sub- 
stantial going-in costs related to 
its new manufacturing plant in 
DeKalb, Il. 

Sales of electric motors and 
water heating equipment were 
also down compared with last 
year, but the divisions 
manufacturing these products 
were both ptofitable in the 
quarter. 

Profits at the Meter Systems 
Division and the Reinforced 
Plastics Division of A. O. Smith- 
Inland Inc., an affiliate, were 
much improved over a year ago 
as sales in both operations 
nearly doubled.

Enrollment statistics from 
the Office of Admissions and 
Records show 10,627 students 
are enrolled for the spring 
quarter, according to Robert 
Bruker, director. Last year at 
this time, the enrollment was 
10,100 students. 

The figures do not include 
students enrolled in SIUE 
programs at Military Airlift 
Command bases throughout 
the country and in the Por- 
tuguese Azores and extension 
classes taught in areas away 
from the local campus. 

In addition to 104 students 
enrolled in the SIUE School of 
Dental Medicine, there are 
9,445 in-state residents at- 
tending the university, 941 
out-of-state students and 137 
students from foreign 
countries. 

A breakdown by classes 
shows the enrollment includes 
2,093 freshmen, 1,778 
sophomores, 1,888 juniors and 
2,359 seniors. 

At the graduate level, there 
are 2,288 students. And there 
are 109 students of other 
classifications attending the
